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Twin Falls court receives water rights case 


Historic river adjudication 
expected to require 10 pears

TWIN FALLS - Twin Falls will be 
the site or. the Snake River Ad> 

' judication and Judge Daniel C. 
Hurlbutt Jr. of the Sth District 
Court will oversee it, the state 
Supreme Court said Wednesday. 

The adjudication is a 10-year state 
effort to determine all the water 
rl^ts In the Snake River drainage 
basin and Us tributaries. 

It is expected to be the largest, 
most-complex legal proceeding in 
the state's history and the largest 
adjudication ever in Idaho, accor- 
ding to staleofflcials. 

The announcement coincided with 
the filing of the adjudication in Sth 
District Court here by A. Kenneth 
Dunn, administrator of the state 
Department of Water Resources and 
Attorney GeneralJlm Jones. 

Officials estimate up to IBO.OOO 
water rights may be Involved in the 
adjudication: The process is ex- 
pected to cost $27.4 million. 

"The adjudication represents an 
opportunity for the state to resolve 
all existing conflicts over the use of 
waters , in the Upper Snake River 
Basin and develop a complete and 
accurate list of those rights." satd 
Dunn. 

The court also selected Twin Falls 
as the site where the main adjudica- 
tion hearings will be held, said Carl 
Bianchl, Supreme Court ad- 
ministrator. 

However, individual hearings con- 
cerning contested claims, may also 
be heard at various locations In the 
statc,hGsald. 

The Shake is the lifeblood pf 
southern Idaho's heavily irrigated 
farm bell. Upstream farm dcvclop- 

ment ' has- been— competing - with 

downstream use of water for such 
purposes as hydroelectric power 
generation. 

An Idaho Supreme Court decision 
In favor of Idaho Power Co., the 
state's largest utility, could have 


blocked all future upstream farm 
development. But the state and 
Idaho Power negotiated the Swan 
Falis water rights agreement to set- 
aside some water for future - farm 
use. 

As part of that agreement, the 
state agreed to adjudicate, or get a 
court ruling, on all Snake River 
water rights, many of which dale 
back Into the 19th century. 

The' stale will determine all the 
water rights in the basin to comply 
with directions of the Legislature 
and part- of the terms of the Swan 
Falls agreement, whjch contains a 
far-reaching scries of'conlrols on the 
use of water in the basin. 

In the Swan Falls pact, which still ' 
has to be ratified by the federal gov- 
ernment, Idaho Power Co. gave up 
some of its water rights on the 
Snake River In return for a guaran- 
teed 3,900 cubic feet per second flow 
at Murphy Gauge and consideration 
of hydro when new water rights are 
Issued. 

The agreement also limits new 
agricultural development to 20,000 
acres per year, or no more than 
80.000 acres in a four-year period. 
IPC advanced the idea of ad- 
judicating water rights In the basin, 
said Tom Nelson, the company's at- 
torney. 

Most of the activity regarding ad- 
judication will take place through 
DWR. What will show up in the Sth 
District Court arc contested elalms, 
Jones said. 

Twin FalLs was selected because it 
is a convenient forum. The number 
of water rights claims here Is large 
and Twin Fails is close to other 
areas with numerous water claims, 
said state officials. 

The petition filed Wednesday asks 
the Sth District Courl...lo. .start, 
general adjudication of all claims to 
use of waters of the Snake River 
Basin, upstream from and Including 
the Salmon River Basin.

WASHINGTON - Intelligence officials have warn- 
ed that Iran might sponsor terrorist attacks against 
U.S. interests in the Persian Cult In a way that 
would be dllflcuU to trace back to Tehran, congres- 
sional sources said Wednesday. 

The CIA has told the Senate and House Armed 
Services Commlllces that there is only a relatively 
low-probablllly that the Islamic fundamentalist na- 
tion will directly attack U.S. Navy ships or U.S.- 
prelected Kuwaiti tankers, said the sources, speak- 
Intt on condition of anonymity. 

-Mns’lead, Iran Is likely to strike at ships which 
won’t be protected by the U.S. Navy or to tty to hit 
the U.S. ships In a manner that couldn't bo directly 
lied to Iran, the sources said.

WASHINGTON - Sen. Alan 
Cranston. D-Calif.. recalled Wednes- 
day how he spent four days during 
World War II in a snow-covered Jap- 
ancse-Amcrican internment camp at 
Heart Mountain. Wyo,. visiting his 
boyhood friends from Los Altos. 
Calif. 

"One of my most poignant memo- 
ries is of an inlcUigcnt and pro- 
gressivc-minded mother who was 
still managing, with much diffiodlj;. 
to conceal from her -4-ycar-old child 
that they were prisoners in what 
most inmates considered a racial In- 
ternment camp." Ihe senator said. 

As senators from the West Coast- 
and Japancsc-American leaders 
dramatically recounted their expe- 
riences involving the wartime 
relocation at a packed subcommit- 
tee hearing, legislation to «mp^ 
sate the surviving 60.000 of 120,000 
internees was approved by Ibe 
House Judiciary Committee on a 28-6 
vote and picked up its 7Slh sponsor 


in the luo-mcmbcr Senate, David 
Pryor. D-Ark. 

Both House and Senate versions of 
the legislation would provide $20,000 
apiece for each survivor. 

The proposed legislation "seeks to 
remedy one of the worst violations of 
civil liberties in our nation’s histo- 
ry." Sen. Spark Malsunaga. D- 
Hawaii. said. He described how Jap- 
ancsc-Amcricans were given’ 72 
hours notice to pack, leave their 
homes and report to assembly 
centers after the bombing of Pearl 
Harbor on Dec. 7. 1941. • 

"Without trial or hearing, without 
being charged, indicted or convicted 
of any.crime. they were ordered into 
what can only be described as 
American-style concentration 

camps surrounded by barbcd-wtrc 
fences, search lights and armed 
guards," said >,talsunaga. who serv- 
ed in Europe daring World War II. 

He said some internees were shot 
and killed by the camp guards when 
they inadvertently wandered too 
close to fences, one of them an elder- 


ly man who was killed while playi'

Sen. Jake Gam, R-Utah, said he planned to In- 
troduce the legislation os an amendment to a trade 
bill that could come up In the Senate as early os next 
week. 

Gam, who said the machinery sale "has caused 
slgniilcant damage to our security,” did not have an 
estimate of the value of products Toshiba exports to 
the United States. Nor did be say how long the ban 
would be In effect, although he said It would be tem- 
porary. 

Meanwhile, a Defense Department offldol con- 
«rmed that the Pentagon has baited all new con- 
tracts with Toshiba Machine Co. and a Norway com- 
pany involved In selling the submarine machinery to 
the Soviets.

The storm front that began moving across Idaho 
on Sunday sent hundreds of bolls o( lighlnlng onto 
dry range and forest lands, spawning morb than 70 
fires In the soulhwe.stcrn and west central parts oft 
he slate. 

But the cool, moist wcatiicr that has developed 
since the storms passed through played a major role 
In helping firefighters numbering more than 400 
earlier this week ^uclchUic flames. 

The last of the wind-whipped blazes that blacken- 
ed 125.000 acres of mostly desert range in 


soulhwestern Idaho was declared out just bclore 
sundown on Tuesday, and all 175 flrefighlers who had 
been manning those lines were released.. 

No slruclurcs were ever threatened by any of the 
fires, and no injuries were reported, officials said.

The Reagan nominees In these two years 
overwhelmingly were white and male.

Surprisingly, this compares remarkably well 
with Lyndon Johnson's record over five 
years: two women, three HIspanIcs, five 
blacks. Carter In four years named eight 
women.

Bakkers will fight 
to keep parsonage 


TEGA CAY, S.C. (AP) - A tearful 
Tammy Faye Bakkcr said Wednes- 
day she and her husband will fight lo 
keep their $1.3 million parsonage, 
complaining they've been "hunted 
like a scared animal" since the Rev. 
Jerry Falwell look over the PTL 
ministry. 

Mrs. Bakkcr said her husband, 
Jim, would never have permitted 
the 518.000-mcmber ministry to end 
up in bankruptcy court, a move 
taken Friday by PTL’s new 
management. 

"He just never would have done 
that. And we’re so sad it happened," 
she told reporters while standing In 
the driveway of the parsonage that 
PTL's new officers have asked the 
Bakkers to leave. 

The ministry, under Falwcll s 
leadership since a sex scandal led lo 
Bakker's downfall March 19, filed for 
protection from creditors undc^ 
Chapter II of the federal bankruptcy 
code. Falwell says thb^ ministry Is 
$70 million in debt, and owes 1.4M 
creditors, many of them broad- 
casters who carry PTL programs, 

The Bakkers returned lo the par- 
sonage a week ago from their home 
ln-Ealm_Sprlngs, Calif., where they 
had been in seclusion since March. 
'She said the Bakkers wHI fight lo 
keep the parsonage, which she 
claims PTL gave them. 

Falwell spokesman Mark DcMoss 
said the PTL board in November 
1986 approved letting the Bakkers 
accrue ownership of the house at 10 
percent each year. The Bakk<^ 
would own 5 percent now, and the 
ministry “would be happy to work 
that out." he said. ■ 

Representatives of the ..Bakkers 
were to have discused the house- 
iiwnership dispute Tuesday night 
T^th PTL officials, but the repre- 
sentatives canceled the meeting nt 
the last minute, DeMoss said. 

DcMoss said PTL lenders want the 
Bakkers to leave the Tegn Coy 
home, but the ministry had nothing 
lo do with movers showing- up there 
Wednesday. , ,, 

A moving van from Charlotte, 
N.C., pulled up'to the parsonage, but 


•the two movers were at the house 
only minutes before they left. 

Bill Cochran, manager of Christian 
Moving Co., said his company was 
asked by telephone last night to 
estimate moving expenses. No mov- 
ing destination was given, and 
Cochran said the call came from "a 
guy who didn't want lo give me loo 
much Information. He said he was a 
Jim Bakkcr aide and we'd have to 
trust him." 

Mrs. Bakkcr said she and her hus- 
band will work with PTL lo retain 
the house and that losing the home ' 
where they lived more than seven 
years would cause them pain. 

"I would like to say I hope that 
Jerry F.qlwcll and his family never 
have to sll^r the way they made 
our family suffer," she said. 

"I wake up every morning wishing 
they (PTL's new leaders) had killed 
me, and Jim docs. loo. It would hove 
been much kinder for them to have 
put a bullet In us but they didn't and 
so we’re still here. 

"I know what It's llkc'lo be hunted 
like a little scared animal and runn- 
ing all the time and not to be able to 
get In your car and go anywhere 
without the cameras pressing up 
against your car," she said.

Shultz: Halt demonstrations, resume talks 


SINGAPORE (AP) - Secretary of 
State George P. Shultz on Wednes- 
day urged government opponents in 
South Korea to halt demonstrations' 
and said the United States was in- 
volved in the "extremely tricky” 
process of encouraging democracy 
there. 

A senior U.S. official, traveling- 
with Shultz on d lO-day trip to Asia, 
said that “we arc trying to lean on 
everyone” in South Korea to bring 
about peaceful change.

Only war would change plans for Summer Games in Seoul 


LONDON (AP) — Only war could 
force the International Olympic 
Commlltcc to remove next year’s 
, Summer Games from Seoul, the IOC 
"said Wednesday. 

' Recent political demonstrations in 
South Korea, some of them involving 
violent clashes with police, have 
done nothing to change the IOC's 
plans to stage the Games in the cap- 
ital city next year, Michele Verdier, 
the IOC spokeswoman, said. 

"The position Is quite clear. The 


Games have been awarded to Seoul 
and there is absolutely no change in 
our position," Verdier said in a tele- 
phone interview from the IOC's 
headquarters In Lausanne, 
Switzerland. 

The Olympic Charter, the IOC's 
bylaws, provides for changing the 
site of the Games only in the case of 
"an act of war,” she said. 

Asked if that would mean a civil 
war as well as war against an out- 
side force, the spokeswoman replied;

The SIS plant will release radioac- 
tive vapors at levels about onc- 
blllionth of the annuol permissible 
limit, Gcrlz said. In addition, 1,000 
drums per year of low-level radioac- 
tive waste will be shipped to a DOE 
facility In New Mexico for disposal. 
Some 250 drums per year of a dif- 
ferent type of low-level radioactive 
waste will be stored at INEL. 

Two hearings have already been 
held on the SIS project, both dealing 
with Its overall scope. 

The fall hearings would focus on 
the specific draft of the environmen- 
tal impact statement and would not 
deal directly with such questions as 
whether Ihc project should be built 
at all or on America’s defense and 
'nuclear strategy. "There are olher 
Jorums for that," he said. 

But Gcrlz took a conciliatory line 
when asked If the EIS hearings 
would preclude any comments on the 
SlS's proposed role In military 
preparedness. He said that, as a 
practical matter, the hearings 
would accept comments which 
slrayecl into those areas of Inquiry. 

Gcrlz said the department would 
Iry lo gauge the need for a Twin 
F.ills hearing based on requests and 
on comments on (he draft EIS Itself. . 
He said a hearing had also been con- 
.slclcrcd for Washington. D.C., bul 
was now considered unlikely. 

Gcrlz said that, a.s with other fed- 
eral agency EIS hearings, the 
department would publish a dale for 
the hearing well in advance and 
solicit both written hnd. spoken 
comment. He said September or Oc- 
lober was (he most likely lime for a 
hearing. If il wore lo be held here. 

The SIS plant would use lasers to 
knock off im|>urltles in stocks of 
pliilonluni from Hanford. Wash, 
which up uiilil now were not usable 
for nuclear weapons production. 
After the material was purified in 


Idaho, It would be shipped to Rocky 
Flats, Colo, for assembly Into nu- 
clear weapons. 

Liz Paul of the Snake River 
Alliance, an envlrohmental group 
critical of the project, could not be 
reached for comment on the possible 
Twin Falls hearing. 

Gertz spoke to members of the 
Rotary Club in Twin Falls on Wed- 
nesday. 

One Rotarian asked what would 
happen to the facility after seven 
years, the time when there would be 
no more slocks of Impure plutonium 
to process. 

The lasers might be used to extend 
the life of electrical lighting at the 
INEL site, he said. "There may be 
more material to process. Who 
knows?," Gertz said. 

There were also questions about 
why INEL was the site for the pro- 
ject, the amount of plutonium to be 
shipped along Idaho highways and 
bugslnthcSISproccss. 

The government's selection of IN- 
EL as the preferred site 'is based on 
the diversity it would offer the Unit- 
ed States in plutonium production, 
Gertz said. Plutonium is produced at 
the Hanford Nuclear Reservation in 
.Richland, Wash. 

INEL has a good labor force and In 
the event there were an accident, 
the eastern Idaho location would 
mean less population exposure than 
the Hanford site, Gertz said. 

The nation has been having pro- 
blems with Its plutonium producing 
reactors and two of four of them are 
shut down. SIS Is cheaper to build 
than a new plutonium-producing 
reactor, Gertz said. 

About a dozen truckloads of Im- 
pure plutonium would be shipped to 
INEL each year when the SIS plant 
begins operation in 1995, Gertz said. 
The material would travel in guard- 
ed convoys and be placed in ac- 
cident-resistant casks, he said. 

There are still technical problems 


to be worked out with SIS Iscludlog 
Integrating all the components of 
the system and gaining a sufficient 
period of operation for the losers bfr 
fore they have to be serviced, Gertz 
said. • • 

Public opposition to the SIS at 
Hanford and the Savannah River 
plant In South Carolina was not a 
factor in the selection of the INEL 
site, Gertz said. "There was not 
much opposition lo Ibis at Hanford 
and Savannah. Most of the, public 
opposition was from people who were 
against nuclear weapons," he said. 

The Reagan administration’s 
policy is lo prevent nuclear war by 
maintaining a strong nuclear deter- 
rent. “The administration policy Is 
my personal opinion,” Gertz said. 

Much of INEL’s work over the 
years has been related to nuclear 
reactor safety but Gertz said with 
the change in the public ‘ mood 
toward nuclear power this type of 
activity at INEL is winding down. 

He says the hundreds of workers 
who will run the SIS will hot be 
new-hlres bul INEL employees who 
will be retrained. The plant will keep 
INEL’s work force of about 10,000 
stable into the 1990s', he said. SIS will 
have an annual operating budget of 
$50 million.

GOODING — Farm Credit Services of 
. Spokane will close its Gooding office on July 
rio a s part of a dlstrl ct-wlde-cost-cuttlng 
move. 

' , More tiian 600 borrowers will begin dealing 
, 'wllh the area headquarters In Twin Falls, 
Group Manager Jack Hethcringlon announc- 
. cd Wednesday. Borrowers' accounts will be 
' transferred, and the fivc-tncnibcr Gooding 
' -staff will move to Twin Falls on July 13. 

•" The Spokane farm credit system has been 
cutting back its network of local offices for 


several months In an attempt to shrink 
operating costs. 

"At l^t a dozen have closed since the 
first of the year,” said AI Haslcbachcr, 
Farm Credit Services vice president for 
public affairs. Among them was the Boise 
Service Center, which was consolldatcd wllh 
Caldwell in March. 

'The Gooding office originally was operated 
by the Gooding Federal Land Bank Associa- 
tion, one of the 40 FLBAS's merged to form 
the current Interstate Federal Land Bank 
Association. The lending organization had 
maintained a-Gooding office for more than 


halfacentury. 

It has served borrowers In a wide territory 
Including Gooding. Camas, Blaine, Lincoln 
and much of Jerome counties. The office 
currently has close to J58 million In loans 
outstanding, mostly to farmers and ran- 
chers, Helherlngton said. 

‘■Basically, we're trying to reduce our 
costs of operation and to gain some efficien- 
cies with our personnel. "he said. 

The closure will eliminate duplication of 
bookkeeping and ojher dally operations, as 
well as save overhead costs for the building 
ilsclf, he said. Although precise figures were 


not available Wednesday, he estimated sav- 
ings would mount into tens of thousands of 
dollars. Disposition of the building has not 
been dccidcu. 

The Twin Falls group now will consist of 
offices at Twin Falls and Burley, Hether- 
■ingl(m.salcl. 

The Spokane system has been cutting 
costs in an attempt to match its operating 
expenses with its Income from loans. The 
farm credit system gets most of its income 
from Interest paid by borrowers on loans. 
However, loan volumes have dropped 22 per- 
ccnl since the end of 1985, and many loans 
arc in '•nonaccruai" status, meaning bor- 


rowers have not been able to make interest 
payments. 

As a result of those problems and of aid 

§ lven to other farm credit banks, the 
pokane farm credit lender has sustained 
losses of more than 5300 million during lliosc 
15 months. 

Hethcringlon .said executives have not yet 
decided whether they will lease or sell the 
Gooding building. 

Close to 1.800 crop farmers, ranchers ,ind 
fish farmers currently are borrowing S 1 V 8 
million from Farm Credit Services offices at 
Twin Falls.'

price gets high enough, they could 
chansc their minds,” said Roberts, 
in Boise for an investment seminar.

Liability, competition pare profits for firework companies 


rSALT LAKE CITY.(AP) - As 
fireworks companies scramble to 
sallsfy lhe public’s craving for more 
spbclacular displays,' veteran 
pyrotechnists arc seeing their pro- 
fits pared by liability concerns and a 
growing field of competitors. 

Because' of the inherent danger of 
the rockets, some of which pack the 
power of three sticks of dynamite, 
inost insurance companies refuse to 
bond a company or its pyrotechnists. 
Those that .do charge hefty 
premiums. 

"Insurance is very expensive," 
said ' Kevin Brueckner, sales 
manager for San Diego Fireworks, 
which supplied Salt Lake City's 
Liberty Park fireworks last year. 

“In one .year our coverage 


decreased 67 percent and the cost 
went up 1,000 percent. Our coverage 
went from $1.5 million to $500,000,” 
Bruckner said. “Now we're back up 
to $1 million." 

Added to that burden is incrcaslog 
competition In a profession where 
the key is to keep prices reasonable 
while paying an average of $100,000 
per year in Insurance premiums. 

“My father used to sell bottle 
rockets at $!S a gross (144 items) in 
South Dakota," said Ken Lantis, 
owner of Lantis Fireworks In 
Draper, founded by his father . 40 
years ago. "Now I sell a gross for 
$ 5 ." 

Competition has driven down the 
price of fireworks. Lantis said that 
in the past, Hong Kong wholesalers 


Senators want definition 
for illegal insider trading 


•WASHINGTON (AP) - Two 
senior members of the Senafe 
Banking Commitiee were to in- 
troduce legislation Wednesday to 
define illegal insider trading in 
stocks, a crime which carries no 
firm dcfinllion. 

Sens. Donald Ricgic, D-Mlch., 
and Alfonsc D'Amato, R-N.Y., 
called a news conference on Tues- 
day to unveil their legislation. 
Ricgic is chairman of the com- 
mittee's securities subcommit- 
tee. 

Insider trading now is defined 
only as trading on material, non- 
public information. But those 


elements are not defined ' in 
statute, even Chough they 
resulted in a $100 million fine 
against inside trader Ivan 
Bocsky. 

And the Securities and Ex- 
change Commission has said it 
docs not particularly want a 
specific definition because it now 
has flexibility in pursuing cases. 

Steve Harris, a Ricgic aide, 
said the senator feels the term 
deserves a clear definition and 
also is concerned (hat the 
Supreme Court may deal pro- 
secutions a setback because of 
the vague definition. 


and American importers ' and 
retailers made 100 percent profit.

Large companies like Lantis. 
which employs up to SO so-called 
pyros, try to pick up the off-season 
slack by creating displays for non- 
holiday events, like a big boxiag 
match in Las Vegas. 

Breukner's business is growing, 
despite the obslacics.

Insuring pyrotcchniclans, 

fireworks businesses and display 
sponsors is considered high-risk 
because of the chance of 
catastrophic claims, said Brenda 
Pierce, oranch manager at John H. 
Crowthcr Inc. insurance in Salt Lake 
City. 

Such a claim can involve death or 
other bodily injury, or property loss 
due to fire. 

Insurance for owners of the display 
site is the least expensive. Pierce 
said, averaging about $1,000 per 
event for $1 mllHon worth of 
coverage. Rales can be incredibly 
high for companies doing large 
shows, like the Statue of Liberty 


celebration in New York last year. 

"I. got a a quote for $1 million 
coverage with a $600,000 premium." 
from one company working that 
show. Pierce sala. 

The Utah Uniform Fire Code re- 
quires companies to be bonded, but 
Inc amount is set by each city, said 
Deputy State Fire Marshal Mark 
Atkinson. Permits also arc required 
to shoot class D fireworks. - 

Salt Lake City requires a $1 
million insurance policy, said Val 
Pope, park maintenance supervisor 
for the city. The company also must 
provide experienced personnel, safe- 
ty equipment and lighting and en- 
sure that the materials, including 
morlars and frameworks, arrive five 
days in advance. Pope said. 

For their insurance, fireworks 
firms arc at the mercy of a market 
where high-risk bonding becomes ex- 
tremely scarce when interest rales 
arc low. 

"When there is a hard market, 
people aren't taking the risk," 


Pierce said. "They arc only taking 
the cream business” when potential 
losses arc small. 

Lantis and Bruckner say they 
haven't had a claim on their com- 
panies since they both opened 40 
years ago. Each year a number of 
people arc injured, but most are 
amateurs shooting bootlegged 
rockets, Lantis said. 

Employees at Lantis' must lake 
courses on pyrotechnics and serve a 
500-hour apprenticeship. And they 
follow strict rules that include no 
alcohol consumption 4S hours before 
a show and protective fire gear. The 
pyros also must examine the site 
after the show and at dawn the next 
day foruncxplodcd shells. 

"If Ihcrc's a chance in a million,” 
Lanlis said, "you don't take the, 
chance."

5-year-old USA Today 
announces first profit 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Gannett 
Co., Inc. announced Tuesday that 
USA Today, the national newspaper 
founded nearly five years ago, turn- 
ed its first profit last month, six 
months ahead of forecasts. 

-;-Gannctt Chairman Allen H. 
Neuharth told a news conference 
that the newspaper's $1.09 mllHon 
profit for May "confirms that USA 
Today is here to stay, If, In fact, 
there has been any lingering doubt 
about that.” 

.John J. Curley, Gannett president, 
said the newspaper was in the black 
six months ahead of projections that 
the company had made when USA 
Today was launched In September 
1982. 

• He predicted the newspapers 
Average daily circulation would top 
1.6 million for the six-month period 
ending Scptr30.-Cur!ey said USA.To: 
day's circulation hit 2.1 million for 
the May 22 edition, the highest fig- 
ure in the paper's history. 

In a joint slalemcnl. Neuharth 
and Curley said USA Today's loss 
during April was $899,999. 

“We expect the summer months, 
when business normally Is slower, to 
be friarginallyunprofitobie,”- they, 
said. "In the fail quarter of 1987, In- 
dications point’ to a meaningful pro- 

^'Wuharlh said Gannett orglnally 
'anticipated USA Today would lose 
about $30 million this year and 
record Its first monthly profit 
toward the end of 1987. 

“We now expect to do considerably 
belter than that." hesald. 

Asked about the practice of using 
‘reporters from other Gannett news- 
papers on the USA Today staff while 
their salaries continue to be paid by 
the other publications, Neuharth 
sold the "loaner program" was 
designed to provide "cross-fertiliza- 
tion of talent ... that will continue, 
I hope, in this company forever." 

He acknowledged that some 

"critics thought' that-was-a-way-of 

loading a lot of expenses on individu- 


al newspapers rather than on USA 
Today. That was not the case then, 
that Is not the case now.” 

Neuharth said there were about 30 
"ioaners” on the editorial staff of 
250. 

He said that in the coming months 
expansion plans would be announced 
and would include additional prin- 
ting and distribution facilities for 
the newspaper that now circulates 
in all 50 stales as well as in Europe 
and Asia. 

Neuharth said he anticipated “no 
dramatic changes in USA Today.” 

The newspaper now publishes 
Monday through Friday and 
Neuharth said that while he ex- 
pect^ the weekend edition publish- 
ed on Friday to expand, there were 
no plans to put out separate Satur- 
day or Sunday editions. 

Neuharth refused “ to— confirm - 
speculation that the paper’s 
cumulative operating losses had ex- 
ceeded $300 million. 

"We had a five-year business plan 
and we had certain parameters on 
the investment we were going to 
make in this national newspaper," 
he sajd, adding that before the end 
' o( theycar "we wllt'glvc-you a com- - 
plcte breakdown on that invest-’ 
mcnl." , 

Asked if there were a particular 
breaklhorugh that enabled, the 
paper to- turn its first profit, 
Neuharth replied, "For the first 
lime, wc took in more money than 
we spent." 

He added that both circulation and 
advertising were stronger and "our 
people have all become much belter 
managers.” 

Calhicen Black, publisher of USA 
Today, said advertising revenue was 
running 20 to 25 percent aliead of 
last year. 

“We don't find advertisers or ad 
agencies reluctant to invest their 
advertising dollars in USA Today -- 
and that was not true In '83 and •■$4, •• 
said Neuharth.

Brain cancer claims ex-Roycds manager Howser

\ : KANSAS CITY. Mo. - Dick 

I Howser. who earned cheers for a 
I World Series championshfp In Kan- 
I sas City and admiration for a year- 
' long straggle with brain cancer, died 
I Wedne^yatageSl. 

Howser died at IMS p.m. MDT af 
SL Luke's Hospital, where he was 
admitted June 4. On July 22, I9S6, 
doctors partially removed a moiig- 
nant tumor from the left side of 
Howser's brain. 

“This is a sad day for basebali. 
Dick Howser was one of the great 
men of our game," baseball commis- 
‘sidncrP^cr UcberroHi said. 

“No matter how you prepare for 
this day, when it actualiy happens. 


it’s a shock,” Royals third baseman 
George Brett' said. "You Just hath to 
see him go. He’s going to.be missed. 
He's left his mark on this organiza- 
tion.” 

A public memorial service will be 
held Thursday at 4 p.m. MDT at the 
Village Presbyterian Church in Mis- 
sion. Kan. A funeral will be held 
Saturday~at Tallahassee. Fla., at 
noon MDT at the Fellowship Baptist 
Church, with .burial at' — the- 
Tallahasscc Memory Gardens. The 
services in Florida will 'also be open 
to the public. 

He is survived by his wife. Nancy, 
and twin daughters, Jill and Jan. 

The week before he underwent 
surgery last July. Howser was the 
winning manager of the American 
League, at_ the All-Star Game in 


Houston, uunng the game, his 
players and cdachcs noticed he was 
often forgetful, had trouble recogniz- 
ing people and complained of head- 
aches. 

Doctors were unable to remove 
the entire tumor and twice after- 
ward used experimental procedures 
to try to stop the cancer from 
spreading. . . ... 

After 10 years as a coach for the 
-New York Yankees and a year as 
coach at Florida State. Howser' 
became manager of the Yankees In 
1380, guiding the team to 103 vic- 
tories and the American League 
East title. He became manager of- 
the Roy.'ils In 1981, taking. them to 
AL West titles in 1984 and 1985 and 
to the 1985 World Scries champion- 
ship. He never managed a team that 


finished worse than second. 

“I’m going to try to remember 
him standing on that podium (after 
winning the 1985 scries),” • Brett 
said. “Thai was probably the hap- 
piest I had ever seen Dick. Or maybe 
ni remember him the day wc won 
our first playoff game." 

Although the three operations had 
weakened him. Howser. .vowed to 
return this season to manage the 
Royals: He greeted his players when 
they opened spring training In Feb- 
ruary. but resigned three days later, 
admittinghc wasn't up to the job. 

"It just wouldn’t be fair to the 
team," he said at the time. 

Howser made his last public ap- 
pearance April 6 when the Royals 
opened ihclr home season. 

"Wc are deeply saddened as a 


league and as Individuals to lose our 
friend Dick Howser,” American 
League President Bobby Drown said. 

Yankees ownbr Geoi^e M. Stein- 
brenner called Howser “one of the 
supreme battlers 1 knew in sports.. 
He was a man of pride and integrity 
and he battled cancer with tbe same 
fervor he battled the opposition, 
with an aggressive splrit.be ex-, 
cmplifled both as a player and as a 
manager.” • 

As an undersized shortstop, 
Richard Dalton Howser compra- 
sated for his shortcomings with In- 
telligence and heart. As manager of 
the 1985 Royals, he became a ceotral 
figure in one of the most unlikely 
comebacks in World Series history. 

“But never once in his life did

TOKYO — We'd better play it 
safe, thought the sponsors of a pro 
. baseball game in Nagasaki last 
month. Buy some insurance. It's 
only 50 feet (rom the outfield fence 
to where the old folks play croquet. 
Who knows but a bail or two will 
crack some skulls out there? 

Any Japanese would have had 
such worries. Bob (Red Devil) 
Horner, former Atlanta Braves 
third baseman, was coming to 
town. He sent one ball over the 
fence in his debut in Japanese pro 
ball on May 5. Three more followed 
in his second game. Two more 
came tn his fourth game. 

Japanese have been swept up in 
frenzied worship and wonder for 
"mammoth superman” Horner and 
his "stadium-exiting bullets.'' 
Fans grasp for his handshake. 
Mobs of photographers stalk him. 
Reporters study his minutest per- 
sonal habits for clues to his baffling 
batting power — his cowboy boots, 
gold chains and (reputed) ability 
to down two bottles of bourbon at a 
sitting, 

He even Is credited with revers- 
ing a no.se dive in national morale 
caused by economic hard limes, “t 
look. forward to .watching the news 
after work.” ' says Tokiko Nishl- 
jlma, a boutique clerk who roots 
for the Yomiurl Giants. “Even fans 
of opposing teams arc delighted." 

"A Horner wind is blowing across 
Japan,” declared Sports Nippon 
newspaper. Knzuhiro Kiyohara and

He appears stoic at the plate and 
has self-effacing praise for his 
team in the "hero Interview" Uial 
oflcn follows. "The bottom line Is 
the team winning," he said recent- 
ly. “It I hit a hundred home runs 
and the team doesn't win. so what? 
But if I hit IS home runs and wc

He is a rare bird, an American on 
the field in Japan at the peak of his 
career rather than its waning 
days. He is 29, a former National 
League rookie of the year (1978) 
who in nine seasons with the 
Braves batted .278 with 215 home 
runs and G52 UBl, In a game 
against the Philadelphia Phillies in 
July 198G, he hit four home runs. 

. He became a free agent Nov. 12. 
Earlier this year, he turned down 
the Braves' offers for contracts 
worth J4.S million over three 
seasons and S3.9 million over'iwo, . 

His deal here Is .said Co be wor|h 
$1.3 million, plus living expenses, 
for one year, perhaps wllh $500,000 
thrown In as a signing bonus, Hut 
Horner said It wa.s baseball, not 
money, lhal brought him across 
the Pacific, "The Japanese called 
and made a good offer,” he said. “I 
was at the point of thinking 1 was 
going to sit out the whole year.” 

Tiic_ inl^l rece ption wa s not en^ 
tircly friendly. The press 'unearth- 
ed stories about weight problems 
and drinking, vices, that Japanese 
players arc honor-bound to avoid, 
and in general do. Injuries were 
also cited. Hut they all became 
part of the lore witivhis-barragc of 
home runs. (The feat comes easier 
here Jimn in the United Stales; 
Japnhc.se fields are r. bit smaller.) 

But he is not hitting balls out of 
the park as he did in his first few 
games, lie did not hit his loth until 
early June. 

He blames the pitchers. ••'They’re 
just pitching around me." he .said. 
"You can only work with what 
you've got.

COLORADO SPRINGS, Colo. — 
The $50 ski lift ticket Is on Ibc 
horizon, but the industry will also 
see development of mega*rcsorts 
and spcclaity resorts for singles, 
seniors and maybe minorities, an in- 
dustry official says. 

Jerry D. Jones, president of 
Beaver Creek Resort and executive 
vice president of Vail Associates, 
also said the number of ski resorts 
will continue to lessen. 

• “We used to have 25 ski areas In 
Colorado and now there are 22, and I 
understand as many as 14 of those 
may be for sale," Jones said. He

They are going Into the 
singles market,’’ 

Jones secs Steamboat Springs as a 
speciality area now, "They attract 
that Western frontier feeling.

In the wilderness, even 
a pile of leaves will do

camping.

• Many people find it hard to 
believe that a good night's sleep in 
the woods is possible without a 
tentorasleeplngbag. 

' Backpackers who labor under 
the traditional load of shelter and 
bedding perhaps often dream of 
being so adapted and acclimated 
lo the environment that these en- 
cumbrances would be unnecessary. 
We sec the deer and coyotes carry 
absolutely nothing but their own 
bodies and remain content in spite 
of Ihc weather. The idea fasci- 
nates us, but the fact remains 
that man needs shcllcr. 

.'Even in Ihc most mild and 
iropical of climes there comes a 
Umc when the clcmcnls become so 
restless, man must seek the sveu* 
rity of some kind of shcllcr. Lack- 
ing any natural fur or feathers and 
possessed of an extremely high 
body temperature that he must 
maintain or die, man is forced to 
rely on his remarkable ingenuity' 
to cope with nature's forces. He 
can live without food for weeks, 
and water is easily obtained in- 
most locales. But without shcllcr. 
•undcr“harsh~comlittons-hc-will- 
quickly perish. The place and fm 
portance of adequate' shcllcr 
becomes very clear under the cir- 
cumstances of primitive camping 
It is the survivalist’s first concern. 

The native Americans of his con 


tinent set an excellent example 
when it came to building shelters. 
Here in southern Idaho, the 
Shoshones used sagebrush to build 
their wickiups. A little to the cast, 
Ihc plains Indians enlisted buffalo 
hides as the basic construction 
material in their tepees. Further 
east, the woodland Indians took 
advantage of endless hardwood 
forests and built their wigwams 
out of tree bark. In. the Southwest, 
Navajo and Hopt Indians formed 
mud bricks and dried them in the 
hoi desert sun to be used in Ihcir 
adobe homes, while far to the 
north the' cskimos used blocks of 
ice and snow to assemble their 
unique, weathertight igloos. 

The common thread? Use mate- 
rials that arc close at hand and 
keep it simple. 

The first problem for the sur- 
vivalist to deal with is finding a 
suitable location to build his dwell- 
ing. Good places arc those that arc 
already shicicrco to some .degree 
by natural landforms. Look for an 
area on the leeward side of an ex- 
isting ridge and preferably with a 
soulhem exposure. The eastern 
'edge of a grove of trees or any fair- 
ly level clearing that Is elevated 
and shcllcrcd from' strong winds is 
a good spot. Consider also the 
distance from food and water ^ 
sources when choosing your site. 
~Thcrc“are“hundrcds of tech- 
niques and methods used in 
building .simple survival shelters. 
Any method you choose will be a 
compromise between the materi- 
als on hand, your time and the 
level of workmanship and comfort

Could be a lot more Idaho streams end up like Silver Creek 


Idaho is fortunate lo boast two of the 
best-known fishtngstreams in the world. 

Beyond a doubt, the Henry’s Fork of the 
Snake River and Silver Creek have achieved 
a fame which surpasses that of Idaho's most 
famous artists, writers and even that of the 
potato. 

Idaho’s famous streams reached their , 
present exalted state because of the 
presence of large fish, heavy insect hatches 
and because they made good copy tor out- 
door writers ranging from Ernest Hem- 
ingway lo local newspaper columnists. 

Unfortunately. Ihcirpopularlty has made 
our famous waters unfishablc for many 
Idaho natives who may use spinning gear in- 
stead of fly rods, who might hope to eat the 
fish they catch or who recoil from the 
crowds jostling for a chance to cast to the 
terrified fish in the belter stretches of 
water. 


Most Idaho natives are little bothered by 
the popularity of Henry’s Fork and Silver 
Creek. That's because most of us know of 
better water nearby — water where crowds 
never venture, water where a person can use 
a worm, water where you can take your fish 
homc-andcat them if you choose to do so. 

Fishing Is actually much better in most of 
those un-famous streams known mostly lo 
country boys and avid fishermen who leave 
our small cities each weekend to seek 
solitude and sport on the crystal flows. 

Unfortunately, our famous streams have 


been attracting attention from a diftorciil 
quarter. 

Idaho’s businc-ssmen have noticed llie 
heavy hatches of expensive luxury -siirbur- 
bans and foreign sedans p.nrkcd along the 
shores of Silver Creek and Henry’s Fork. 

Those four-wheel drive trucks and sporty 
cars carry wcll-lieeled fishermen. SJSu lly 
rods, Jack Daniels whisky and money into 
thcstalc. 

A campaign is shaping up which threatens 
lo make Silver Creeks and Henry’s Forks out 
of a host of streams and lnke.s that I'm not 
prepared lonamc in print. 

But several of those threatened streams 
arc in north-central Idaho on the Clearwater 
River drainage. Others arc located on the 
Boise River, Salmon River. Wood River and 
upper Snake River systems. 

And wherever you read this column, you 
can be sure that there’s a threatened 


stream luiarymi. 

.Some well-mli;iilionc(l Idaho businessmen 
have become aware llial those world-class 
fishing streams and lakes aroused mostly by 
locals who luiy cheap tackle, drive old cars 
and drink beer. Tliey don't .slay at molel.s - 
Ihey roll oulslecping bags. 

No one knows how much more money Hie 
slate’s merchants could make if those 
"umJer-uljlizcd" streams and lakes were 
publicized ;md crammed with California 
fishermen who sleep in crisp stieel.s at S5li or 
more per night iitui eol in Hit* heller re.slau- 
rants. 

But its a cineh that mucli more could l>e 
made than the present Slu lo Slf> million now 
spent bv people who fisli in Idalio. 

Ttieprolilem Is that if those Idalio secret , 
streams become as famous as Silver Creek, 
thev’ll be wall-lo-w.ill with fishermen too. 

And then the stale will be lorced lo plant 


large mimliers of fish in an allcmpl to 
justify Idalio’s reputation ;is a leader among 
the playgrounds ol thenalioii. 

Asa resuil, we'll replace a fisliery that 
provides .s])ort ami table fare for our resi- 
dents with a put •andlake fisliery tor big- 
city yuppies. 

Last week, S'lale Travel Director Carl 
Wllgus cited the streams in the Ilagcrman 
Valley ;is among iliose wlncli can be pro- 
moted to Increase tlie numlK'r of tourists 
visilingthe slate. 

But ^disagree with liim. None of the 
Magerman streams would be useful for pro- 
motion because all are small with limited 
access, imitiiig-'in fishermen per day on the 
best stream there would he impossible 
because there is only room now to park five 
cans at the only puhiic acces:^ point.

Choosing a fishing vest requires some thought 


The fishing vest is a tool that you should not be 
wilhoul. 

Espcctafly if you arc a stream fisher or a float 
tuber. They arc handy even for boat anglers and 
bank fishermen, but they shine for the guy who 
must be self-contained and mobile when he 
fishes. 

The storage factor Is the most obvious reason 
io own a fishing vest — but 1 think it is over- 
rated. You can haul your gear around In a gunny 
sack and get by. I’ve done It. But a gunny sack Is 
Just a poor man’s tackle box. Like a tackle box, 
you must put it down when you fish, pick it up 
when you move. 

1 know some of you nave planted a box or two, 
forgotten It and had to drive back to retrieve It 
and all the goodies inside. Sometimes It is not 
where you iefl it. Tackle boxes arc mobile when 
left unattended. 

The beauty of a vest is that it is like your 
shadow. It follows you automaticMIy. If chosen 
carefully, llmnkfS fishing easier and more pro- ' 
ductivc. 

If you have not owned a fishing vest or thought 
It was only for fly fishermen, you should recon- 
sider. Vests are manufactured in dozens of con- 
figurations with all sizes and types of pockets. 

There arc some caveats in buying vests. Not 
all vests arc equal. They arc not equal In design 
material, workmanship or price. There arc wcll-

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Venturesome mountain climbers flocking to 53 14,000-foot-plus peaks in Colorado rookies

Two of the peaks have highways 
to" the lop on which one might drive 
a .Rolls Royce loaded with cham- 
pagne and crumpets. Others de- 
mand highly technical ability for 
hand-over-hand climbs that 
sometimes claim the lives of the 
unprepared or the unfortunate. 

In between the motorized access 
to Mount Evans and Pikes Peak 
and the daredevil, demands of 
Crcslonc Needle are several dozen 
mountains thdt arc as diverse as 
' their names and locations suggest, 
yet they have one thing In common. 
This group of mountains, located In 


ccntrol Colorado about 70 miles 
southeast of Denver, all tower more 
than 14,000 feet in elevation. They 
number 53 In air, 

There is something about their 
shared height of 14,000 feet. that 
makes these mountains magic, 
targets for a small army of 
climbers that swarms across the 
flanks of these mountains each 
summer. These fourtccncrs, as the 
14, 000-fool peaks arc called, hove 
been scaled In marathon fashion by 
climbers of remarkable stamina 
who have done them all In a matter 
of weeks. Two years ago they were 
climbed by separate parties- who 
used novel means of transport from 
one to the other. One group negoti- 


ated the circuit -on mountain bikes 
while the- other went the entire 
distancco^fool.'- 

But the vast majority of those 
who will scale the fourtccncrs this 
summer will be recrcatlonists out 
for a modest challenge, hikers seek- 
ing the special fulfillment that 
comes from attaining a goal. In the 
main, these arc social climbs, 
outings among friends looking for a 
bit of exercise and that soaring 
feeling of communing with tali 
mountains. 

Most will focus on, such nearby 
and easily attainable peaks as 
Grays and Torreys near 
Georgetown, or Quandary near 
Brcckenridgc. Others will go for the 
added glory of' the state's tallest. 


14,433-foot Mount Elbert and its 
14,421-foot neighbor. Mount 
Massive. Out mere hcl^t does not 
project difficulty. Both Elbert and 
Massive arc among the easiest 
mountains to climb, with long. geo-, 
lie approaches that require little 
more than a bit of time and a 
modest measure of stamina. 

Fully half of the S3 must be 
classified as gentle climbs that re- 
quire no real ability except the 
determination to keep putUng~one 
fool before the other. Another 
dozen rcqulrc.a bit more daring or 
effort; only a few demand the use of 
ropes and an expert's skill. 

These mountains arc alive with 
history and achievement. Many 
were the focus of landmark ex- 


ploration that provided the maps 
and perspectives still used today. 
Others are marked by the toil of 
doughty miners who clambered 
about tbe slopes In search of 
precious metal. Tbe marks of those 
miners' efforts remain in the form 
of shafts and timbers and, occa- 
sionally. a full standing cabin whose 
weathered walls wbis^ secrets of 
a time long past. Many mountains 
arc accessible from short approach 
points; others require long hikes 
just to reach tbe place where tbe 
climb begins. 

Fourtccncrs often come in 
clusters, a happy circumstance for 
those who like to scale more than 
one in a single outing. It often b 


possible for an energetic climber to 
reach two, sometimes three, sum- 
mits in a single day. For those who 
like to target an area for an Intense 
period of climbing, the choice Is 
clear. Tbe corridor along the upper 
Arkansas River Valley between 
Lcadvllle and Buena Vista contains 
18 fourtccncrs.’ 

There are a number of books that ' 
contain excellent Information, both - 
technical and historic, about these 
mountains. They arc “Colorado’s 
Highest'' by Denver Post 
photographer George Crouter; 
“Guide to Colorado Mountains" by 
Robert M. Ormes, and “The Four- • 
teeners,” by Perry Eberhart and 
Philip Scbmuck. 


Low Snake Rivenmaking HeUsX^anyon boating dangerous 


LEWISTON fAP) - Low water on 
Ihc Snake River In Hells Canyon can 
make boating difficult, even for ex- 
perienced navigators,' officials say. 

The Snake has been dropping for 
weeks to 8,000 cubic feet of water 
per second as Idaho Power Co. has 
been trying to build reservoir sup- 
plies for what promises to be a dry 
summer. 

The river’s lowest flow registered 
only 5,000 cubic feet per second Mon- 
dov and Tuesday, the lowest flow 


seen for any length of lime since 
1979. 

"Wc went up ihc river (Tuesday) 
because f had never seen it at 5,000 
cfs and It's very different;'' said Art 
Seamans, assistant nroject manager 
for Hells Canyon National Recrea- 
tion Area. 

Seamans’ employer, the U.S, 
Forest Service, patrols the canyon 
by jet boat as part of Us manage- 
ment of the ennvon. 


Even boaters who have run the 
canyon's famous rapids before need 
to be extra cautious, Seamans said. 

Some rapids disappear in Ihc low 
.water. But othcrs.bccomc more. dif- 
ficult to navigate because of bigger 
waves or more exposed rocks. In 
general, the lower the water, the 
more skill it lakes to navigate the 
rapids. 

Corral Crock is a good example. 

“Normally there's no rapid there 
at all. But in this low flow there’s 


quite a drop. Corral Crock got even 
bigger at 5,000 (cfs),” said Seamans. 

. "That's what is amazing is how 
much the river has changed," he ad- 
ded. "It's nmabic.at this flow. It's, 
even more exciting, but you really 
have lo be on your l^.” 

Boaters can't count on running tbe 
river the way they always have at 
higher water levels, he said. 


"Jet-boaters will want to do a lot 
more scouting in the bigger rapids 
because they're going to see more 
rocks, " Seamans said. 

Tbe low .flow probably helped con-, 
tribute to the sinking of a 17-foot 
aluminum Jet boat May 30 at Corral 
Creek Rapids, the first whltewater 
upriver from Pittsburg Landing, 
Seamans said. Tbe Snake was flow-

Ing at 8,000 cfs at the time. 

The four boaters from 
Washington's Tri-Cltlcs escaped, but 
all were Inexperienced at. running 
wbttcwatcr and that probably con: 
tributed to the accident, Seamans 
said.-

Applications for controlled hunts 
must include both permit, tag fees

BOISE — Applicants for deer, elk 
and antelope controlled hunts 'in 
Idaho arc required lo submit both 
their controlled hunt permit fee and 
lag fee this year. 

Steve Barton, director of ad- 
ministration for the Idaho Depart- 
ment of Fish and Game, said the 
procedure will mesh With the new 
combination permit lag which will 
be one document instead of two. 

Exceptions to the procedure will 
be nonresidents who have already 
purchased a tag and senior resident 
hunters who receive a free tag. 

Prcsubmisslon of fees means resi- 


dent applicants will be required to 
send Sll.50 for deer, $19.50 for elk or 
$32.50 for antelope. Successful appli- 
cants will be mailed a permit tag 
immediately after the drawing. 

it will not be necessary to pur- 
chase a lag from a license vendor 
and mail the lag lo the department 
for Viilldallon in deer and elk con- 
trolled hunts as required last year. 

As in I98C, .successful applicants 
for deer and elk controlled hunts 
must hunt only in their controlled 
hunt area ami they may not hunt In 
any other hunts for the species for 
which they have a controlled hunt 
permit. 


Resident deer and elk lags will be 
on sale beginning July 28 this year 
because of changes In deer and elk 
controlled hunt procedures. 

Last year successful applicant for 
controlled hunts were required lo 
first purchase a resident deer or elk 
tag. then send It lo the Department 
of Fish ami G.ame to be validated for 
Ihclr particular controlled hunt. 

This year, however, successful ap- 
plicants will get a combined, permit 
tag and will nut be eligible to pur- 
chase a general deer or elk lag. 

By changing the date for lag sales 
lo start, hunters will have time to I 
learn if they were successful in I 
drawlnlng a deer or elk permit tag. I

on thc_finaL_cnYlronmcntal_impact 
statement for Challis ‘ National 
Forest land and resource manage- 
ment plan was signed by Region 
Forester Stan Tlxler June 3. accor- 
_ding_lo Poor est Supervisor Jack C. 
Griswold. 

The plan provides Uic general 
management direction for the forest 
for the next lU lo 15 years. It con- 
tains goals and objectives and the 
guidelines lo be met in managing the 
resource activities on the 24 
management areas of the forest. 

Timber output will remain at the 
present levels of three million board 
feel each year. Livestock use also 
will continue at 115.000 animal mon- 
ths annually. Wildlife and fish 


habitat will be managed lo meet the 
needs of the Idaho Fish and Game's 
projected population levels. 

"Tliree arcus arc being recom- 
mended for wilderness,” Griswold 
said. "They Include 119,000 acres 
around Borah peak. 48,000 In the 
Pioneer Mountains and 34,000 acres 
-In the Boulder/.Whlle Clouds.” 

Both the Pioneer Mountain and 
Bouldcr/Whllc Clouds proposals ex- 
.tend on to the Sawtooth National 
Forest. 

Portions of the Lemhi Mountains 
will be managed for nonmotorized 
recreation use. Emphasis Is given lo 
improved management of riparian 
or -slreomside-areas,— anadromous 
fish habitat and habitat for threat- 
ened and endangered species. 

“Priority is given to maintaining 


cxtsillng campgrounds, roads and 
trails but emphasis will be on pro- 
viding opportunities for dispersed or 
primitive recreation activities." 
Griswold added. "Nine research 
natural areas also arc being recom- 
mended." 

Water quality will be maintained 
above slalc—standards. -.Most oMho- 
forcst will remain open lo pfospee- 
llng and location of minerals.

World Wildlife Fund president worries of future!

Protecting habitat and educating 
the public about the threats to 
destroy it must be key goals of the 
conservation movement today, ac-' 
cordlngUo C.R, "Pink" Gutermulhr 
honorary president tor life of the 
World Wildlife Fund. 

Protection of the land “has to be 
the No. I priority in conservation,” 
Gulcrntulh said. This Is particularly 
true of valuable, productive 
wetlands. 

Wetlands “arc constantly and con- 
tinuously being encroached upon and 
destroyed by man’s activities," he 
said. Conservationists must work 
“to conserve this habitat that is 
needed, to constantly and con- 
tinuously acquire prime land which 
is needed to offset that which Is be- 
ing lost each year.” 

One example Is acid rain, which is 
not only destroying wcltands but Is 
killing off wildlife and will threaten 
manhlmsclf,hcsaid. 

"I don’t think the average person 
comprehends or understands at all 
the seriousness” of the problem, he 


To explain, he added, it is ncccs‘ 
sary to demonstrate how it is 
destroying one animal, such as the 
black duck. 

“Their whole food chain Is being 
destroyed and the black duck popu- 
lation Is going down and down ahd~ 
this is oil happening beyond the 
comprehension and understanding of 
Ihn people.” Gulcrmulh said. 

Education programs must be aim- 
ed at “people who are In a position 
to do something about It, and we're 
not getting that message fully 
across to the Icglslaor the people 
who appropriate the funds, who 
authorize the programs.” he said. 

Gutermuth, 87, was honored bv the 
National Wildlife Federation with Us 
J.M. "Ding” Darling Medal this year 
for more than six decades In conser- 
vation. 

. "I started out as a young fellow in 
the banking business. When my fa- 
ther saw me heading Into conserva- 
tion. he didn't understand it," 
Gulcrmulh said. 

He started In Indiana, where he 
eventually became director of fish 
and game. lie was part of the foun- 


ding of the wildlife federation SO 
years ago. 

tic went to Washington in IMS and 
began working for various conserva- 
tion groups. 

He was a founder of the National 
. Resources Council of America and as 
a trustee of the North American 
Wildlife Foundation from IMS until 
1973. For 25 years, until his retire- 
ment in 1971. he was vice president 
of the Wildlife Management In- 
sfifutc. 

He has left a pcrm.ment mark in 
conservation. 

He Initiated programs that raised 
more than $3 million in private funds 
to buy lands in Florida. New Jersey 
and Uhio. They were donated to the 
Fish and Wildlife Service and 
became integral parts of the Key 
Deer, Great Swamp and Cedar Point 
national wildlife refuges. 

"I have a reversionary -clause in 
the deed that the land must be 
maintained for wildlife conservation 
purposes,” Gutermulhsaid. 

Today Gutermuth is intent on ex- 
porting the conservation movement 
which began in this country- through 
(he Wtirld Wildlife Fund. 


“We're raising mUlioQS of dollars 
to do something about the wildlife of 
Africa which is disappearing, to do 
something about probably the most 
significant thing is the history of the 
world, the destmetioQ of our 
tropica! forests," be said. 

.Those plants and animaLc ire in- 
valuable, he said.

— SHOSHONE — Desert wanders 
in the north Shoshone area may 
happen upon something they (ear 
is from outer space. 

But fret DOL That thing that 
appears to be a (lying saucer 
ne^ed mysteriously in the rocks 
b nothing more than a chukar 
guzzler — or a wildlife manage- 
ment instrument that makes 
water available where previously 
there was little or none. 

Gooding Cub Sccut Pack 97 of 
the Boys Scouts of America, 
along with eight energetic den 
leaders and parents, stalled the 
guzzler as a volunteer conserva- 
tion project (or the Shoshone 
district of the Bureau of Land 
Management. 

Lany Mangum, BLM wildlife 
biologi^ said the guzzler b made 
of fiber^ass and strategically 
located along water courses. Rain 


or water from snowmelt is col- < 
Icctcd on the top survacc of the 
cauder and is stored undemeat 
the lid where It is accessible to 
wildlife but protected from 
evaporation. 

The guzzler stores 200 gallons of 
water and will completely fill In 
areas which receive ns little as 
eight inches of rainfall per year. 

The area north of Shoshone. is i 
considered excellent chukar 
habitat with the exception that 
lack of water has limited use in I 
the summer months. The guzzler 
thus actually increases popula- j 
lions by allowing spccic.s to ex- 
pand into new hahltal. 

The guzzler was Pack 97's con-' 
servation project for the Purple- 
Pand Conservation Award. Cub 
scouts cam this award if they 
complete a number of conserva- 
tion-relcatcd merit badges and a 
major conservation project.

Footloose or dancings free? 3an cheiUenged

ANSON, Texas — For years, no- 
body here dared dlspote Baptist 
preacher RoberL Evans’ view of the 
foxtrot and the two-step as the Oist 
" step!” on the path to “adultery, 
divorce, murder, and little children 
left orphans.’’, A 1933 law forbade 
public dancing in Anson imder penal- 
ty of a 315 fine. 

In recent weeks, however, an ui>- 
prededented challenge has developed 
to Evans, and the anti-daiu^ 
establishment of this one-stoplight. 
God-fearing community on the West 
Texas prairie. 

It is being led by Mercy Torres, 
mother of se^ children, tdfe of the 
local doctor, and retired dance 
teacher from Los Angeles. 

Together with other pro-dandng 
enthusiasts. Torres has laundied an 
action group called Footloose, nam- 
ed after a 1984 movie about a cam- 
paign to legalize dancing in a fle- 
tltious town In . Middle America 
much like Anson itself. 

The resulting controvert has 

( created what is almost certainly the 
biggest nunpus in the 105-yeax his- 
tory of Anson (pop. 2,831) and at- 
tracted media attention as far away 
as Canada and hula-loving Hawaii. 

^ “It may seem trivial to outsiders, 
L__hiit to me what this is oU about is 
^ whether Anwn is going to come of 
^ age or stay in the past,” snid Paul 
Davidson, leader of a local pop group 
and author of a song titled “Tbcre 
Ain't No Dancin’ in Anson.” 

' “What is happening here is , uo- 
constitutional,” insisted Torres. 
“Wc pay taxes; wc should have civil 
; rights.” 

Heading the list of Ansonites op- 
posed to dancing are the ministers of 
the town's fundamentalist Protes- 
tant chnrchcs; In a letter to the 
weekly Western Observer, the Rev. 
Loon 'Sharp, pastor of the Church of 
Christ, depicted the Virginia red 
and the cotton-cyed Jod os ’’ploys of 
the devil.” A similar line was taken 
by Evans at a ppecial city-council 
meeting In April. 

“In counseling youth totZl years.” 
declared the pastor of the Northside 
Baptist Church. ‘Tve talked to 
young people that were unwed 
mothers and unwed fathers, and I've 
asked them point-blank, 'Where was 
the point of your downfall?’ Nine out 
of 10 told me, Mt was on the dance 
floor.’ ”

An attempt by the dty council to 
defuse (be controversy with a new 
six-page ordinance bos only added 
fuel to the flames. Footloose 
members claim that the new ordi- 
nance. while (bcorellcally legalizing 
public dancing, imposes so many 
reslnctkms on anjb^y trying to or- 
ganize a dance that it is worse than 
the 1933 law. 

’'This isn’t a ioke. it’s a classic 
case of individual rights,” said Gara 
LaMaicbe. the execu t ive director of 
the American Civil Liberties Union’s 
Texas chapter, which is backing 
FooUoo^ “The Supreme Court has 
already decided that topless dancing 
is a form of civil exp r e ss ion pro- 
tected by the First Amendment-so I 
can har^y imagine that the courts 
will deny people in Anson the right 
to organize daiKes.” 

In fact, there is a single, glorious 
exception to the “no dancin’ in An- 
son” rale. Up until now. the town’s 
main claim to fame was its anhiul 
Cowboys' Christmas Ball. Begun in 
1890- "to break (be monotony of 
cowboy life,", (he ball was immortal- 
ized by Texas pod Larry Chittenden 
as "that lively gaUcdsworray”: 

"We bockJ'cd to our partners, an’ 
told 'cm to bang on. Then shook our 
hoofs like lightniog. until the early 
dawn.” 

' In IMO. when someone realized 
that the Cowboys* Christmas Ball 
was illegal, the 1933 ordinance was 
amended to allow the amiual “swor- 
ray.” But for the rest of the year, 
(be hall on (he edge of town where it 
is held remains padlocked. 

The present division of Anson opi- 
nion was refleded in a recent city- 
council dedion that confirmed the 
traditional political grip of the 
Church of Christ and the First Bap- 
tist Cbur^. In the biggest turnout 
anyone around here can remember, 
the anli-daociog candidates outpoll- 
ed the predancing candidates by 3 to 
I. 

The offlcial attitude to (lancing 
was summed up by council member 
P.B. Middlebrook Jr., vtw told the 
April Rieding: "There are people in 
Anson who (ton't like cards and who 
(Soa’t like prostilutton. Dancing 


must fit- in between there 

somewhere." ..... 

While the opponents of dancing 
may be in a majority, the prodanc- 
ing fadion Isn't giving tip easily. 
Footloose now claims around 50 
paid-up members and holds 

meetings every other Thursday at 
Bea’s Steak bouse just across the 
road from the Church of Christ. It . 
has even organized a “Renegade 
Ball" in a farmer's barn. 

-**rve never seen a girl gel preg- 
nant on the dance floor. Of course a 
dance might lead to someone getting, 
pregnant — but so might the back' 
seat of a car,” said Jack Hornsby, 
Bca's crusty 72-ycar-old owner, ad- 
ding that he had resisted attempts 
to persuade him to ban Footloose 
meetings from his restaurant. 

Anson’s righl-to-dnnccrs are hard- 
ly revolutionaries. When Torres first 
heai^ preacher Sharp describe danc- 
ing as 'iascivious." she said she had 
to look the word up In a dictionary. 
After discovering it meant "tending 
to excite lustful desires." she was 
incredulous. "I was a professional 
dancer, and Ihesc things never oc- 
curred to me.” she said. 

The professed aim of Footloose is 
the legalization of "closely 
chaperoned” dances for young peo- 
ple. Footloose members claim they 
achieved a chapcrone-lo-danccr 
ratio of 1 to S at this year’s Anson 
High School prom, which had to be 
held 23 miles away in the town of 
Abilene to circumvent the no-danc- 
ing decree. 

, ”1 have a H-year-oId daughter and 
would rather see her dance right 
here in town than be dancing 23 
miles away,” said Hornsby. 

While Footloose members arc 
eager to give Intcn-icws. the anti- 
dancing city fathers want the news 
media to leave Anson alone. The 
jovial face of city secretary D0IH9 
Spraberry turns to granite when 
asked about the dancing controver- 
sy. which has made front-page 
headlines in papers like the Fort 
Worth Slar-Tclcgram and The , 
Dallas Morning Sews.

Fairy tales offer kids essential lessons

Parents often try to shield 
children from the dark side of life 
from evil, from conflict, from the 
idea that life Is hard. 

That tendency may keep children 
from some of the most useful tools 
for developing maturity and master- 
ing the fears natural to the young: 
fairytales. 

Those ancient tales — full of such 
elements as evil parents or step- 
parents. the death of parents, aban- 
donment and other tragedies — 
often hel p children resolve fears and 
"bTiId rcellBgs of competence, -says 
Bruno Bettciheim. the eminent child 
psychologist, who spoke recenUy In 
Hartford, Conn. 

The classic fairy talcs "deal with 
the most Im'portant psychological 
problems with which man has to 
cope." Beltelhcim said. They teach 
children they have to “meet danger, 
do battle ... And only In this way will 
they grow up." 


Modern children’s mcralurc, full 
of good intentions, often paints the 
world as an essentially sunny place 
and frequently is intended to instill 
proper' behavior in -children.- Typi- 
cally. It lacks the elements children 
find fascinating and useful — good 
versus evil, separation from parents. 
Classic fairy tales, when not chang- 
ed, to make them less frightening, 
engage both the conscious and un- 
conscious in resolving children’s 
preoccupations, said Bettciheim, 
who about 10 years ago wrote an 
award-winning book on the subject, 
"The Uses. of Enchantment" (Ran- 
dom House paperback. $3.95). 
■~”Clnderella;”"for“cxamplcralloWs 
children to explore feelings of being 
abused by parents and siblings. 
“Hansel and Gretd" and “Jack and 
the Beanstalk" deal with separation 
from parents, a struggle for all 
children. 

"J^ick -and the Beanstalk,” Bel- 
tclhelm said, was concerned with 
the “trauma of weaning.” seen In 


the cow's failure to produce milk, as 
well as the Importance of taking ini- 
tiative and risks. 

When Jack returns from h'ls mis- 
sion of selling the cow. and has only 
magic beans, his "totally Insen- 
sitive'.' mother punishes him. Bet- 
lelhdm said. Jack bravely decides 
to climb up the beanstalk and en- 
counters the giant and the giant's 
wife, who Is protective of Jack. He 
comes back with gold, which Is 
quickly spent. Again he goes up the 
beanstalk .and comes back with the 
goose that lays-golden eggs. After 
this, there is no economic reason to 
return, but Jack once more 'climbs 
up because material goods are not 
enough. 

“He needs higher things In life,” 
Bettciheim said. He leaves with the 
golden hurp. and' the giant 'In pur- 
suit, Jaqk calls to his mother, but 
she cannot do the Job of cutting the 
beanstalk. He grabs the ax and cuts 
It down. "The magic is no longer 
necessary," Bettciheim said. "He 


lias grown up. .He must live life on 
his own." 

Bellelheim, who has a new book 
out titled "The Good Enough Parent 
(Knopf. $18.95). became interested 
In the psychological value of fairy 
talcs through his work at the Uni- 
versity of Chicago’s residential 
ireatrncnl center for severely emo- 
tionally disturbed children. Bel- 
tclheim, 83, was for many years a 
professor at the university and 
director of the trcalmcnt center. 

He said therapists must not only 
treat hut educate the children. In 
exposing them to- children's Hlcra- 
lure, fairy talcs consistently had the 
greatest appeal to the children, he 
salcl. 

The value of fairy tales Is proved 
by their longevity and Intenia- 
llonallly. he said. The story of 
Cinderella, for example, dates from 
anclenlChina. • . 

So powerful arc fairy tales that In 
some ad'iills. “they have takca the 
place of memories of their own 
. childhoods," Beltelhcim said.

Millionaire winner in lottery still farms

CANBY, Ore. - Lite hasn’t been 
the same for Dick Anderson since he 
became Oregon's first lottery 
millionaire in 1985. But it hasn'^t 
been Just one big Monopoly game, 
either. 

Anderson’s S7.4 million jackpot is 
the largest prize awarded slncc'thc 
Oregon Lottery began April 25, 1985. 
The money is paid in 20 yearly in- 
stallments of $370,000, or $298,000 
after taxes. 

■’For some people, winning the lot- 
tery would mean instant retire- 
ment,” says Anderson, a 45-ycar-old 
farmer. “For'us it was exactly the 
opposite.” 

A lot of things haven’t changed. 
Anderson and his family still live in 
the house a mile from where he grew 
up. He still farms land settled by his 
grandfather In 1900. And he still buys 


lottery tickets. 

Anderson has Invested his winn- 
ings in more farm land and has put 
more money Into side businesses, 
such as an industrial park along 
Oregon Highway 99 and a pickle 
company. 

His wife of 20 years, Diane, clings 
to the simpler life they used to lead. 
Though she has taken ovqr the pickle 
business, she still docs her own house 
cleaning. She also worries about how 
the lottery windfall has affected her 
friends and family. 

Anderson says the Initial wave of 
publicity lasted about six months 
after he won the lottery July 6, 1985. 
There was a lull, then all the atten- 
tion began again when he received 
his second annuity payment a year 
later, 

“There are still guile a few people 
calling,” Anderson says. 
“Everybody’s - under-capitalized. 
They just need a little more money.”

"I could have been rich in the 
stock market a thousand limes if I’d 
taken everybody’s advice,” Ander- 
son soys. “But 1 haven’t bought one 
single share of stock. I figure I’m. 
better sticking to what I know, 
which is real estate, especially farm 
real estate.” 

He's invested in another 100 acres 
of farm land, bought some new farm, 
equipment and made some im- 
provements in the way he farms. 

The couple has had a hard time 
spending the lottery winnings 
frivolously, says Mrs. Anderson. The 
exception was last fall after winning 
big on a trip to Reno, Ncv. They blew 
about $3,000 in an afternoon spending 
spree, she says. She bought jewelry 
and her husband bought a rifle. 

They took their teen-agers, Marc 
and Trlcla, to Hawaii for spring 
vacation last year. This year, 
they’re planning a trip to Mexico. 

Mrs. Anderson says winning the' 
lottery hasn’t affected their kids 
much; probably because they were 


old enough at the time to have 
learned the value of money. 

. However, she is less comfortable 
with the family’s new fortune, and 
being a celebrity is another problem 
for her. 

"We've gone from nobody to 
somebody,” she says, “even though 
we’re not really anybody. 
Everybody’s so nlccy-nlcc to us . . . 
The money talks and it shouldn’t. It 
makes you mad that people treat 
you differently because of the 
money. And they do treat you dif- 
ferently.” 

Anderson disagrees. He has coffee 
every morning with his old friends 
and fellow farmers, just as he has for 
years. Everybody knows his name, 
he says, but he's gotten used to 
strangers approaching him when 
they go out to dinner. 

Mrs. Anderson has her own theory 
about the jackpot’s effect on her 
husband: “You’re not a self-made 
man when you make $7 million. 
That's why Dick is in so many 
’things, It's still Important for him to 
make it In his own right.” 

Anderson says he- still buys at 
least one lottery ticket every day. 
He keeps a plastic garbage sack fill- 
ed with losers in the kitchen. 

Docs he think of himself os- a 
gambler? > 

"Sure I'm a gambler,” says 
Anderson. “Name a farmer that- 
isn’t a gambler. There isn’t a bigger 
gamble going.”

Decent folk don’t frequent the- 
parking Jot after dark, but Mercy 
Torres says she has been told that 
kids "drink, smoke and do things in 
the back. scat." A visit by an out- 
sider confirmed this impression.

Soviets observe anniversary 
of first non-stop polar flight 


MOSCOW (AP) - The Soviet nav- 
igator of the first non-stop flight 
over the North Pole 50 years ago 
said Wednesday the cXew was wor- 
ried their clothes would be ripped off 
by souvenir-hungry Americans. 

“As we Dew over Portland (Ore.), 
we recalled that after (Charles) 
Lindber^ crossed the ocean, thou- 
sands of Parisians meeting him tore 
off ports of the plane and nls clothes 
for souvenirs,'^ Georgy Baidukov 
said at a ceremony marking the an- 
niversary of Uie QIght. 

Baidukov said his pilot, Valery 
Chkalov, told him, "Let's look for 
another nlace." 

The crew decided to set down their 
Antonov-25 sln^c-engine plane on a 
small U.S. Army Held In Vancouver, 
Wash. 

The ceremony, sponsored by Uie 
Soviet Defense Ministry and other 
Soviet agencies, marked the an- 
niversary of the beginning of the 
5,3(X)-mlIe flight in Moscow on June 
17. 1937. 

Among those attending the cere- 
mony were members'Of an American 
group called the Chkalov transpolar 


memorial committee and the mayor 
ofVancouver. 

Baidukov. Uie only member of the 

E lane’s three-memlMr crew sllU llv- 
ig, said that despite the crew’s 
fears, their American welcome was 
warm. 

"Wc didn’t expect the extent of 
loving kindness the American people 
showed wherever we went,’’ said 
Baidukov, a balding, gray-haired 
80-year-old who now Is a colonel 
general In the Soviet air force. 

He recounted the difficulties the 
crew faced during the 63-hour flight, 
including inhaling large amounts of 
engine exhaust gas and not having 
any water because It froze. 

Baidukov did not mention a con- 


troversy over whether the flight ac- 
tually took place. But In an inter- 
view with the official Soviet news 


day, Baidukov said claims the flight 
was a hoax hurt his feelings and 
were aimed at marring the anniver- 
sary celebration.
